1. ACTING ASSISTANT SECRETARY DAVIES TOOK ADVANTAGE OF 
CALL BY NOMIKOS ON ANOTHER SUBJECT (SEPTEL) TO CONVEY 
EXTREME CONCERN OVER VIEWS EXPRESSED BY FOREIGN MINISTER 
TETENES TO AMBASSADOR TASCA ON ARAB TERRORISTS. 

2. DAVIES READ APPROPRIATE EXCERPTS FROM ATHENS 1 1 12 TO 
NOMIKOS WHO HAD NOT BEEN INFORMED OF FEBRUARY 21 MEETING 
AT FOREIGN MINISTRY. DAVIES ALSO NOTED THAT HE, TOO, HAD 
SERVED IN ARAB WORLD AND FELT HE COULD SPEAK WITH AUTHORITY 
ON ARAB VIEWS ON TERRORISM. HE NOTED THAT BOTH SUDANESE 
AND KUWAITI GOVERNMENTS HAVE SPECIFICALLY INDICATED THEY

HE WOULD PROMPTLY CONVEY THEM TO FONMIN.

ON APPROACH YOU SHOULD TAKE IN ANY SUBSEQUENT DISCUSSIONS
